Rtfuting a Slandtrout Imputation 
Chairman J. K Lynn baa 1 addre**ed the 
following letter to the Komercet Iifi>orltr t 
which fully explain* itaelf: 

Htankohd, Apt. 12 -In your paper of 
tha vh in.t, I find that you make u*e ol 
thi* language in reference to my action in 
declaring tba reault of the receot District 
Primary election: 

' In direct violation of the resolution un 
der which be wa. acting Mr. Lynn wa* ab 
*ent when the vote waa to hs counted and 
deputized another who neglected or refuted 
to attend to it at the proper time, and the 
vote waa not counted until Monday even- 
ing, when the report from Ku.aell waa re - 
reived; and we *uppo*e Ibe vole never 
would have been counted if that rep°rt bad 
not been r*ceiv»d " 

Thi* contain* auch a fal*e and alander- 
ou« imputation upon ay conduct and in 
lention* in what I did that I can not per- 
mit it to he paaaed by in eilenca It i* true 
that tha re*olution of the c immittee dir.c 
ted that I *b)uld compare the vote and da 
clare tba reault of lha election on tbe arc 
ond Sn'.uiday in March. Thi*. however, 
every member of tha committee and every 
bona*! man will admit wa. .imply directo- 
ry and waa not intended to require that I 
ebould at all hizarda and in avary c.nlin- 
gency declare tha reault on that day. The 
plain fact, of tbecaeaaie that on the 21 
Saturday in March and for aeveral daya 
preceding I waa eick an 1 waa net able to 
leave my bouoa. On thle account I, on 
Saturday morning, wrote a nolo to Mr. 
Walton, Secretary of the Dietrict Commit- 
tea, aaking him if tbe returna ware in from 
all tba countiee of the dietrict, to make the 
count and declare Iba reault in my name 
ae Chairman of tbe Dietrict Committee. 
Wb.n Saturday came I waa informed that 
the return* were found to be in from all 
the tountiea except Rueaell, aa tbe mail fa- 
cililiee from that county to thia place were 
inconvenient. Tbe Secretary, verv proper- 
ly, aa I think, concluded that it wa. right 
lo wait a reaaonahlt lime for theee return* 
to come in before declaring tbe reault. 
Froai the well-known character of tbe 
Chairman of the Ruaaell County Committee, 
for bunrfty and prouptnea* wt have every 
rea*on to believe that ha attended to bia 
duty and Ihal tha delay wa* cau*ed by tbe 
mail*. From my knowledge of the charac- 
ter of katfe Mr. Waddle and Mr. Warr n 
wae eatiaded that neither of them would 
accept a nomination baaed upon auch a 
technicality ae a mere deley in ibe delivery 
of a mail. For thi. reaeon I approved tha 
action of the Secretary when I came to 
town on Monday and found how mattare 
.tood. Tbe official return, from Rueaell 
r j-inty came in on Monday bv mail. Thia 
1. a true copy of them: 

In purvuanceof tbe action or order of 
Democratic Dietrict tommitte* of tb* 
Mh Judirial Di.inct mada November JO.h 
1886, a primary election waa held in tb« 
county of Rueaell 00 the eecond Saturday 
in March. 18»d. when in lha precinct*. Jno 
S VanWinhle, ,-andidate for Circuit Judge, 
oeived ITU vote*. 

Jamea W. Aloorn, candidate for Circuit 
Judge, received 67 votee 

R. 0 Warren, candidate for Common- 
wealth'. Attorney, received ln7 vote* 

O. U. Waddle, candidate for Common- 
wealth'. Attorney, received 88 volte. 

Ae Chairman of tba Democratic Commi'- 
tee for Ruaatll county. I certify that th* 
above i. the votteaat in Rueaell county for 
Circuit Judge and Commonwealth . Allor- 
nev at the democratic primary election bold 
in .aid county on the eecond Saturday in 
March, lfWV W. 8.
